FLU EPIDEMIC 
IS RAGING IN 
THIS COUNTY 

Current Outbreak 
Is Mild Version 
But Is Disabling 

An epidemic of flu is raging in 
Morgan county at this time. 

West Liberty doctors reported 
Wednesday that the epidemic bad 
reached extensive proportions in 
the county, possibly equal in in¬ 
cidence to the 1918 epidemic, but 
that the type of illness is much 
milder. 

In many places whole families 
have been ill at the same time, 
and one family of eight were in 
the West Liberty Hospital at the 
same time with flu. 

School attendance has been cut 
sharply by the epidemic. More 
than 200 students at West Liberty 
have been reported absent this 
week, 150 at Cannel City, 110 at 
Ezel and an estimated 250 in the 
rural schools, making a total of 
800 or about one-fifth of the stu¬ 
dents. 

In general the disease affects 
the respiratory system, causes a 
general weakness and sometimes 
the infection spreads to the ears. 
Quite a few cases of pneumonia 
have developed as complications 
here. 

Starting in the southwest, the 
epidemic has spread to all parts 
of the nation. General Leonard 
Scheele of the U. S. Public Health 
Service last week said the pres¬ 
ent epidemic is a mild version, 
not to be compared to the 1918 
and 1928 outbreaks. 

Offices of all doctors in West 
Liberty have been crowded for 
several days and the doctors can 
barely find time to eat or sleep. 

Dr. H. B. Murray estimated 
Wednesday that nearly two-thirds 
of the county population is af¬ 
fected or has been affected by the 
disease. He said he and his staff 
had treated about 200 cases of 
flu a day this week. He sug¬ 
gested thart people avoid crowds 
as much as they can. 

Dr. Alec Spencer gave the fol¬ 
lowing letter of advice for publi¬ 
cation—> 

In epidemic form, flu is a ma¬ 
jor disabling disease. It spreads 
rapidly and since it is an air 
borne infection, there is no way 
of stopping its spread. There are 
vaccines which if given before an 
epidemic starts, can control and 
partly prevent its spread. Im¬ 
munity develops in 8 days after 
one injection. 

Flu has a sudden onset with 
fever, chills, generalized aches 
and loss of appetite.. There is no 
specific treatment. The newer 
drugs, penicillin, terramycin, au-

ACP Reports Are Due 
15th On Farm Work 

Farmers participating in the 
1952 Kentucky ACP program are 
: required to file reports by Feb. 

15 on conservation practices that 
i were adopted on their farms last 
' year to qualify for ACP pay¬ 
ments, R. O. Wilson, state PMA 
chairman, announced. 

On use of materials supplied 
through the ACP, such as lime, 
phosphate, and cover crop seeds, 
a report is required whether a 
payment is due the farmer or not, 
Wilson said. 

Receipts for materials used are 
required as a part of the farmers’ 
reports on the kind and quantity 
of conservation practices adopted. 

In 1952, for the first time, Ken¬ 
tucky farmers were required to 
designate in advance the soil and 
water conservation practices they 
planned to adopt to obtain ACP 
aid, either materials or payments. 
Farmers are eligible for 1952 
ACP aid only on these designat¬ 
ed and approved practices.

Sixteen groups of women will 
conduct the Mothers’ March on 
polio tonight (Thursday) in West 
Liberty from 7 to 8 o’clock to 
climax the March of Dimes drive 
in West Liberty for funds to com¬ 
bat polio. 

Meanwhile, Walton Jones, the 
chairman of the county campaign, 
announced Wednesday that total 
contributions in Morgan county 
to the March of Dimes fund have 
reached $449.78. 

West Liberty residents are 
asked to leave their porch lights 
on, have your contribution ready 
at that time and act generously. 

The March of Dimes drive will 
continue through January. Per¬ 
sons thus have a few more days 
to get their contributions in. The 
nationwide campaign to raise po¬ 
lio-fighting funds will close Jan. 
31 when volunteers will com¬ 
mence tabulating the results of 
their long efforts to raise needed 
money. 

In the last minute appeal, Mr. 
Jones reminded campaign work¬ 
ers that more sufferers than ever 
before are counting on the March 
of Dimes for needed financial 
aid. 

Cites Unpaid Bills 

“We simply cannot let a single 
patient suffer for lack of funds,” 
Mr. Jones said. “We must raise 
enough money to care for pa¬ 
tients who were stricken in 1952 
and prior years and still need our 
help. 

This is in addition to the more 
than $700 in unpaid bills in¬ 
herited from last year, together 
with the responsibility for push¬ 
ing our research programs to the 
limit.

Although local campaign lead¬ 
ers are optimirtic about the re¬ 
sults of this year’s drive, no one 
could say whether or not the 
necessary funds would actually 
be raised.

The other 
50 percent finances March of 
Dimes research, professional edu¬ 
cation and epidemic aid pro¬ 
grams. Tne National Foundation 
advanced to our chapter during 
1952, $550 from the epidemic aid 
fund to be used for patient care.

MORGAN BURLEY 
INCOME PASSES 2 
MILLION MARKER 

Statewide Average 
Last Week $45.72; 
Volume Is Smaller 


Morgan county’s cash income 
from burley tobacco passed the 
two-million dollar mark this 
week, and observers now are 
predicting it may roach $2,200,000 
by the time all checks are in. 

The Commercial Bank at the 
close of business Wednesday re¬ 
ported a total of 3,176 tobacco 
checks had cleared through the j 
bank for a total of $2,055,817.78. 

At the same time last year a 
total of 3,129 checks had cleared 
for a total of $2,189,895.11. Total 
income from last year’s crop, 
which brought the highest price 
in history, brought Morgan farm¬ 
ers $2,379,000. 

A total of 3,340 tobacco checks 
cleared through the local bank 
last year, and it is expected late 
sales this year will bring the 
number of checks to approxi¬ 
mately the same number with a 
corresponding increase in cash. 

Observers expect another 150 
to 175 checks from late sales. 

Burley prices averaged $45.72 
on Kentucky markets last week 
and dropped to $44.43 on Tues¬ 
day of this week. The steady de¬ 
cline was attribuetd to offerings 
of inferior late tobacco which 
showed up on the auction floors 
in larger quantities as the selling 
season neared its end.

COAL OFFICIAL 
REVEALS FIND 
TO N.Y. PAPER 

Rare Mineral Used 
In Electronics, But 
Location Not Told 


The following appeared as a 
front page story in the financial 
section of the New York Times 
of Jan. 11 and may explain some 
of tlie rumors of forthcoming de¬ 
velopments in this section— 

A coal deposit in eastern Ken¬ 
tucky has been found to produce 
an ash with a higher content of 
germanium—the rare metal with 
important electronic potentialities 
| —than any discovery yet made. 
Details of the find, with the 
I single exception of exactly where 
| it is, were disclosed in an an- 
nouncment here last week by 
Henry Brown, a special repre¬ 
sentative of the Pennsylvania 
Coal and coke Company, Fair- 
j mont, W. Va., which has been 
prospecting for the metal. 

The company for some time 
has been studying mines and 
coal seams in the Appalachian 
area in the hope of finding 
enough of the element to fill part 
| of the urgent demand. 

Mr. Brown said that while the 
' residual metal was only a frac¬ 
tion of the raw material used, 
the fraction was so much greater 
than any previous find that it 
represented an important discov¬ 
ery. 

Worth $350 a Pound 

The metal, a grayish-w h i t e 
crystalline substance much like 
diamonds, is worth about $350 a 
pound in its pure form. Since 
only a tiny bit, in many instances 
less than the size of a match 
head, is used in any device, the 
cost of the metal is only a small 
part of the cost of the completed 
component. 

In any case, Mr. Brown said, 

I the demand for the metal was so 
great that the price probably 
I would not come down. The im- 
[ portance, he said, lies in the fact 
that more of the demand can be 
met. 

The metal has certain proper¬ 
ties that permit it to handle elec¬ 
trons efficiently and cheaply. 
Because of the small quantities 
used it holds out a promise of 
extraordinary savings in the size 
and weight of the equipment in 
; which it is used. 

Some indication of what ger¬ 
manium can mean was apparent 
in the last few weeks with the 
introduction of hearing aids so 
minute that earlier types appear 
antiquated. 

Used in Hearing Aid 

A hearing aid introduced re¬ 
cently by Sonotone Corporation 
employs a transistor for the first 
time in a consumer product. 
This would not be possible with¬ 
out germanium. 

The metal, the existence of 
which had been forecast by a 
study of the periodic table of 
elements, originally was found in 
tiny specks in the smoke of zinc 
furnaces. The demand was slight 
and the metal that was collected 
was studied in a laboratory as a 
curiosity and then discarded. 

Production in recent years has 
been at a rate in excess of 1,000 
pounds a year, and requirements 
of the electronics industry are 
expected to go up to 15,000 
pounds by next year and keep 
or. climbing. 

Within the next few years it 
is expected that radios, television 
receivers and other electronic de¬ 
vices will make use of the tran¬ 
sistors, threby reducing consid¬ 
erably the bulk of such devices. 
This reduction in size awaits a 
dependable supply of germanium. 

Mr. Brown said that many 
companies and institutions were 
cooperating on the advance, and 
that his concern’s contribution 
was the discovery of a supply, 
which, although only a trace, 
still added considerably to the 
potential flow of the metal. 

The rare metal is used, basic¬ 
ally, in three types of electronic 
parts. These are the germanium

Mental Disturbances Cited 
As Factors in Deafness 

Mental disturbances may ba ■ 
factor in deafness, according to an 
article in the "A M A Archives at 
Otolaryngology.” published by thn 
American Medical Association. 

Written by Drs. Frederick Her¬ 
bert and Joseph Sataloff of Phila¬ 
delphia, the report described soma 
of the less obvious forms of fun®- 
tlonal hearing loss which have been 
recognized and treated recently. 
Functional hearing loss Is a non* 
organic deafness In which the pa* 
tient does not fully utilize his resl(S» 
ual hearing because of psycholo#* 
leal reasons. 

Functional hearing loss has beat 
recognized for many years In grot 
forms such as hysterical deafneg 
with dimness of vision and loss o 
feeling and sensation, the artlcl 
said. Recent studies have shown I 
may also occur from psychologic* 
reasons, such as frustrations, mp* 
lingering caused by a personality 
disorder, and psychoneurosl* caused 
by such emotional conflicts as anx¬ 
iety, hypochondria or hysteria. 

"Malingering la the deliberate 
fabrication of symptom* In whose 
reality the patient does not believe, 
the article continued. “A malingerer 
characteristically maintains his ca¬ 
pacity tor play and abandons hla 
symptoms when not under observa¬ 
tion by those whom he wants to 
Impress by a disability. The neu¬ 
rotic. on the other hand, Is personal¬ 
ly convinced of the reality of hlx 
symptoms, and they interfere with 
his pleasures as well as his work. 

“The normal person usually uses 
a short-lived symptom, such as a 
headache, as an escape mechanism 
and If caught shows a typical sham® 
reaction. The person who undertake# 

, to feign such a symptom as deaf* 
ness for a protracted period Is prob¬ 
ably abnormal and should be con¬ 
sidered to posses* an Inadequate 
personality • structure. This type ol 
person characteristically seeks an 
easy way of accomplishing his end* 
and has no qualms about adopting 
socially reprehensible methods t® 
attain them.” 


Disciplinarian Role for Pa . 
Endangers Family Affection 

Too many American fathers ar* 
Just something American mother* 
threaten their children with. In th* 
opinion of one of the country’* 
leading child psychologists. 

The psychologist. Dr. Martin L. 
Reymert, Ph.D . writes In Your 
Child's World, monthly child guid¬ 
ance publication of The Book Hous® 
for Children, that he wishes Ameri¬ 
can mothers would stop telling their 
children: 

"Just wait until Daddy gets hornet 
You’ll get a good spanking from 
him!” 

Dr. Reymert, who Is Director of 
The Mooseheart Laboratory for 
Child Research at Mooseheart. Illi¬ 
nois. protests against this type of 
thing as being "extremely unfair 
to fathers.” He calls It “an Indica¬ 
tion of the extent to which our cul¬ 
ture has established the father pri¬ 
marily in the role of disciplinarian 
while rserving the more tender and 
gentler role of the loving parent for 
the mother.” 

Pointing out that “Mothers’ Day 
antedated a similar day set aside 
for Father by a number of years,” 
he adds: 

“If this were simply a matter of 
seeing to it that Father got his 'just 
desserts,’ it wouldn’t be important. 
It is tragically important, however, 
because It reflects the lack of un¬ 
derstanding In too many American 
families today of the responsibili¬ 
ties of the father as a companion, 
friend, and counselor to his children. 
Resigned to the role of family bread¬ 
winner and disciplinarian, how can 
the average American father ever 
hope to achieve a warm and close 
relationship with his childranT”

HOW DOES BETTER SOIL 
CONSERVATION AFFECT 
THE EDUCATIONAL 
OPPORTUNITIES OF 
KENTUCKY’S PEOPLE 

By James Allen Brown 

Youth is our country’s greatest 
asset. So it is up to the older 
people as well as the youth to 
see that the youth of this county 
and state are trained properly. 

Soil is directly related to the 
income of the farmer and the 
income of the farmer is directly 
associated with the education of 
his community and state. 

As the average yield per acre 
increases, the average cost of 
producing a unit decreases, be¬ 
cause one has the same cost on a 
lot of factors. With good crop 
yields, a man produce; more 
units for each day of his labor 
than with low yields, and labor 
| is the biggest things that most 
farmers have to sell. A great 
percentage of the time, as the 
yields increase the quality in¬ 
creases, thus increasing the in¬ 
come in two ways. If one is to 
receive profitable returns it is 
necessary to get good yields. 
Good yields come from good 
soils. 

Some people say that it is the 
wind that causes the dust storms, 
but that is not all that causes 
them. They are due to the over- 
grazing and plowing up of the 
land. Some people say that it is 
rain that causes the big floods, 

! but that is not all that causes 
them. Trees have been cut care- 
| lessly and crops are not tended 
on the contour. It is estimated 
that forty acres of top soil go 
down the Mississippi every min¬ 
ute it is at flood stage. 

When this country was first 
settled it had an average of nine 
inches of top soil; now it has 
only six inches of top soil. At this 
rate how long will we be a great 
agricultural nation and state? 
Anyone can lose so much top 
soil in one year that he can not 
build it back in a life time. 

Kentucky ranks low in educa¬ 
tion. Low education means more 
crimes. Consider our neighboring 
state Tennessee. As bad as we 
hate to admit it, it is ahead of 
Kentucky in education, and we 
have mineral resources ahead of 
Tennessee. If we had more in¬ 
come from the farm we -would 
have more tax. We could pay 
the teachers more. If we could 
do this, and we can, we would 
have more teachers to go to col¬ 
lege and graduate instead of 
quitting for better paying jobs. 
In Morgan county there are too 
many emergency teachers and 
several schools haven’t any teach¬ 
ers at all. 

A trip across almost any state 
will furnish one the opportunity 
to observe the relationship of the 
soil and the well being of the 
people. The well being of the 
people is something that doesn’t 
come overnight unless sudden 
discovery of minerals happens. 

In areas of good soil one may 
see good crops, good fences, good 
buildings, painted and well cared 
for, a happy, prosperous, and 
well-educated people living on 
the land, and thriving towns and 
cities serving those who live 
there. 

In regions of poor soils one 
finds poor crops, poor fences, 
dilapidated buildings, bad roads, 
poor schools, poor churches, and 
j an uneducated low level of hu¬ 
man well-being. 

There was much variation in 
| the fertility of the virgin soil in 


I America, and these differences 
can’t be remedied by man. How¬ 
ever, man can protect and make 
the best of the soil that is his. 
The problem of keeping the soil 
productive is a big one. It seems 
that we should first try to keep 
the soils in place and then put 
forth an effort to improve them. 
The Arkansas Bankers Associa¬ 
tion gave the following advice to 
people of that state: "Save the 
i land and you save the man. Be¬ 
ware of impoverished soil. It 
leads to impoverished homes. 
Help nature save the land by 
stopping soil erosion, planting 
grasses and legumes, developing 
pastures, raising livestock.” This 
applies to Kentucky also. Im¬ 
poverished homes mean less edu- 
| cation for the children that might 
become great leaders of our state, 
our country, and the world. 

Three thousand years ago China 
was known as a nation with pro¬ 
ductive farm land, beautiful for¬ 
est, a happy and prosperous peo- 
f pie. China has allowed her soil 
to wash away, and today she is 
a nation of barren soil and few 
trees, a nation where floods are 
frequent, and where famine and 
poverty exist. 

Progress cannot be made, nor 
can civilization continue, unless 
people protect their most price¬ 
less heritage, the soil, 
i It is estimated that erosion is 
responsible for destruction of 
j 1,500,000,000 tons of soil annually 
which include 126,000,000,000 
pounds of plant food materials. 
This is estimated at 14 or 15 
cents a pound. Kentucky con¬ 
tributes a lot more than one- 
fortyeighth of this amount. These 
plant materials put into plants 
and sold would increase Ken¬ 
tucky’s education considerably. 

Today the uneducated farmer 
cannot compete with the edu¬ 
cated farmer, other things being 
equal. In pioneer day they could. 

Examples of three Kentucky 
counties are Fayette, Taylor and 
Laurel. Fayette had cash sales 
per farm in 1930-1937 of $2,352. 
They kept their elementary 
schools open 177 days per year. 
They had 72.6% of their high 
school graduates going to college. 
Taylor had $587 cash sales per 
farm. Their elementary schools 
were kept open 137 days per 
year. They had 32.8% of their 
high school graduates going to 
college. Laurel had $241 cash 
sales per farm. Their elemen¬ 
tary schools were kept open 136 
days per year. They had 18.2% 
of their high school graduates 
going to college. Laurel had $241 
Cash sales per farm. Their ele¬ 
mentary schools were kept open 
136 days per year. They had 
18.2% of their high school gradu¬ 
ates going to college. This alone 
tells the relation of the soil and 
I education of Kentucky. 

It is just common sense that 
a boy who doesn’t have to work 
all his way through college and 
high school will come nearer go¬ 
ing to college and high school 
than the one that does. Elemen¬ 
tary school is where people get 
their best start in logical think¬ 
ing. Logical thinking is the key 
to a happy and prosperous life.
